Anhouncement is made by the min-| 


ister of National Revenue, Hon. W. 
D. Euler, of the coming into effect 
of the trade treaty between Canada 
and the Baltic Republic of Latvia. 

The British Government will es- 
tablish agricultural schools to train 
idle coal miners to be farmers, pre- 
paratory to their migration to the 
Dominion to settle upon free land, 

Lom Sailsham, Lord Chancellor of 
Great Britain, heads the nineteen 
delegates from Westminster on the 
trans-Canada tour of the British Em- 
pire Parliamentary Association. 

‘Plans under consideration of the 
New. York Central Railroad call for 
the co-operation of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway in establishing air 
mail routes between Minneapolis, St. 
Paul and Winnipeg via Duluth. 

Miss Amelia Barhart, the first wo 
man to fly the Atlantic ocean, has 
sent a cheque for $1,500 to Com- 
mander Richard E, Byrd as her con- 
tribution toward the Byrd Antarctic 
expedition. 

Believing that Alfred Lowenstein 
might have been poisoned, the family 
of the dead man has requested per- 
mission to file suit charging an un- 
named persoon with poisoning Low- 
enstein, in the event traces of poison 
are found in the body. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, foreign

| We bade London an early farewell, 
| being on the way to Cambridge by 
48.30 a.m., passing through Waltham 
| Cross with its Abbey of the Holy 
| Cross, re-founded by King Harold, in 


| 1060, Cheshunt, which was invaded 
| by the Danes in 893, and Epping 
| Forest, the former royal game pre- 
| serve, which is now the Londoner's 
favorite playground. 

| It would be impossible to describe 
the charm of the colleges of Cam- 
bridge University, its peaceful set- 
jting among the wonderful lawns 
| through which runs the River Cam, 
or the beauty of the time-worn ma- 
sonry. Nor could one hope to convey 
the sense of atmosphere that time 
has given to this ancient seat ot} 
learning, something of which we} 
caught even in our hurried trip 
through the grounds, Fortunately, 
we had the opportunity of visiting 

King’s College Chapel. The tower-| 
ing vaulted roof of this poem in) 
stone, the softened light mellowing| 
through the stained glass windows, 
the dim shadows, the beauty of the 
organ poised high in the centre of 

this noble building, spoke to heart 
and mind, and soul, of man’s aspira- 
tion to Divine things. King’s College 

Chapel ig acoustically, as well as 
architecturally, marvellous; an anth- 
em heard in it is unforgetab'e, 

Proceeding to Caius College we 
had lunch in the dining hall, the 
Vice-Chancellor, Dy. Weeks, sitting 
at the head of the table. Again we 
felt the sense of privilege, of ‘‘atmos- 
phere,” for surrounding us were por- 
traits of some of the famous men of 
Caius, dating from the Middle Ages, 
visible evidence of her continuity 
with an illustrious past. 

A delightful luncheon was follow- 
ed by un address of welcome from 
the Vice-Chancellor, and a short talk 
from Sir Ernest Rutherford, whom 
some of us remembered as a one- 
time professor at McGill University. 

Repairing to one of the lecture 
halls of the Animal Nutrition Insti- 
tute, we listened to Professor T.4B. 
Wood, General Director and Director 
of the Chemical Section, who describ- 
ed the work of the Institute and 
some of the experiments which had 
been conducted with a view to find- 
ing standard maintenance rations for 
hogs, cattle, horses and poultry. 

Professor Sir R. H. Giffen, Direc- 
tor of the Plant Breeding Institute, 
then discussed the experiments which 
had led to the production of Yeoman 
Wheat, a wheat of high yield anu 
possessing some of the qualities ot 
the harder wheats of Canada, 

Visiting the Forgstry Section, we 
saw specimens of our cwn Douglas 
Fir, Bird's-eye Maple, Canadian Pop- 
lar and one of the finest specimens 
of English oak panelling in the world, | 

The calorimeter with a hog inside, 
it, the chemistry room and the Low 
Temperature Station were examined, 
| This last was full of interest to us. 
Here meat hanging experiments and 
tests for discovering the best meth- 
ods of carrying apples and rabbits in 
low temperatures were being con. 
ducted, These and the work ot the 
station were explained by Sir Wil!- 
liam Hardy at a meeting in the Uni- 
versity Arms Hotel, after which un- 
dergraduates entertained us to a mu- 
sical programme. 

The itinerary for the following day 
provided for a visit to one of the 
most remarkable concerns in tn

Direction Finding Stations Prove To 
Be Highly Satisfactory 

The Canadian Depariment of Ma- 
rine is erecting on the Hudson Strait, 
instead of lighthouses, direction-find- 
ing stations. Work ig being pushed 
forward on three stations this sum- 
mer, one on the Baffin Island side of 
the strait, the others on the south 
side at convenient points. Wireless 
may thus be said to be displacing the 
lighthouse as an aid to navigation on 


Canada’s experiment in maritime 
commerce over the Hudson Bnay 
route, 


Direction-finding stations are found 
to he highly satisfactory for shipping 
on other parts of the Canadian coast. 
Calls by radio are sent in from the 
ships at sea to the nearest direction- 
finding station on land, asking for 
bearings. The receiving instruments 
at the station are so designed that 
invariably the directional wireless 
operators are able to tell with accu- 
racy the course of the ship from 
which the signals are received. The 
desired information is promtply sent 
from the station to the calling ship, 
which is enabled to proceed on its

Crow's Nest Familiar In Mani- 
toba As Well As In Alberta 


One of the best known place- 
names in Alberta is Crow's Nest, 
which is familiar as the name of A 
mountain, a pass, a lake, a river and 
a village. The name, according to 
{he Geographic Board of Canada, ir 
first mentioned by Capt. Thos. Blak- 
iston, of the Palliser Expedition, 
Whose report of December 15, 1858, 
refers to ‘Crow's Nest Pass" and 
“Crow's Nest River.” The map ac- 
companying the final report of the ex- 
pedition and published in 1865 shows 
“Crow's Nest Mountain.” The moun- 
tnin name is the original one and re- 
fers to the nesting place of crows or 
in Cree, ka-ka-iu-wut-tshis- 
tun, in Blackfoot, ma-sto-eceas. 

The mountain, as known to the 
white man, is located in latitude 49 
deg. 42', longitude 114 deg, 34’, but 
the hill to which the Indians gave 
the name would seem to be about 
eighteen miles further east, for, 
about twenty-two years ago an aged 
3iood chief, Ermine Horse, guidea

Now, of course, the most probable 
cause for this deficiency is the ex- 
tractions of earlier years, which you 
may have forgotten. But, on the 
other hand, there may be this rea- 
fon, that the one or more did not 
erupt. 

The teeth more prone to non-erup- 
tion are in the order named, the 
third molar, upper cuspid, upper lat- 
eral, and lower second bicuspid. 

1. An abscessed condition of a 
temporary tooth might destroy the 
germ of the permanent successor. 

2. The premature extraction of a 
deciduous tooth might destroy, 


| through injury, the permanent tooth 
| germ beneath or dislodge it entirely. 


3, Childhood diseases accompan- 
ied by high fever such as scarlet fev- | 
er and measles, might, through their | 
general disturbances, injure irrepar- | 


| ably the tooth germ. | 


4. The retention, unduly long, of} 
a temporary tooth, might prevent the) 
eruption of its successor, 

5, In the case of the cuspid, some- 
times it is fully formed, but having 
taken up a position, more or less 
horizontal, back of the incisor teeth, 
it fails to erupt. | 

6. With the third molar, we find 
that it is due to lack of room to erupt 
that it remains impacted in the jaw, 
quite as frequently it does not form 
at all.

Explanations and Comments 


Trouble-Makers From Jerusalem, 
verse 1, Jewish synagogues were 
composed of Jews and proselytes, the 
latter being Gentiles who had receiy- 
ed the Jewish rite of circumcision. 
Other Gentiles who attended the 
synagogue services were called “God- 
fearing” or “devout,” but were not in 
“full fellowship” with the rest be- 
cause they had not been circumcised. 
We have seen how Paul and Barna- 


bas preached to the Gentiles and 
founded churches among them at 
Pisidian, Antioch, Lystra, Iconium 


and Derbe on his first missionary: 
journey, and how he reported to the 
church at Antioch of Syria,° the 
church which had sent them on their | 
misgion, that “God had opened a door 
aith unto the Gentiles.” The 
church at Antioch, itself composed 
largely of Gentiles, rejoiced over the 
good news, and did not realize the 
far-reaching effect of this new depar- 
ture. When the report reached the 
church at Jerusalem, however, it was 
not so welcome, In fact, it aroused 
violent opposition, “Certain mem- 
bers” of that church, upon their own 
responsibility, went from Jerusalem 
to Antioch and declared there that 
must first become Jewish 
proselytes before they could become, 
Christians—must be “circumcised af- 
the custom of Moses” in order to be 
“saved,” | 

For their stand there is much to 
be said, The rite had been observed; 
since the days of Abraham, and no} 
law abrogating it had been voiced. | 
Who had authority to declare it un- 
necessary? What right had Paul to 
adopt is revolutionary procedure 
and say that “Circumcision is noth- 
ing and uncircumcision is nothing ?” | 
Paul had the right of a revelation 
from God, a revelation shown, not by | 
vision nor by word of prophet, but by 
results which proved God's will and 
purpose, God had borne the Gentiles

Pool. This means that the first 
payment on No. 1 Northern wheat 
delivered at Fort William will be 
one dollar per bushel; 97 cents for 
No. 2; and 92 for No. 3. 

Despite the fall that wheat has 
tuken in price during the past few 
weeks, the pool is not worrying, Mr. 
Catton stated, and it has every hope 
of marketing the crop to advantage.
